Tuberculosis : - 

During  the  year  two  female  cases  were  notified 
(pulmonary  type)  and  four  male  cases (pulmonary  type). 

There  was  one  death  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis (female) 
Notification  in  the  area  is  normal. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation; - 

Sessional  "immunisation  at  the  schools  continues  and 
also  individual  immunisation  at  the  doctor's  premises. 

About  1500  children  have  been  immunised  since  the  beginning 
of  the  campaign.  The  only  notified  case  of  Diphtheria 
occured  in  a  boy  whose  parents  had  refused  to  allow  him 
to  be  immunised  along  with  the  rest  of  his  school. 

Prompt  treatment  with  large  doses  of  serum  supplied 
by  the  Rural  Council  probably  saved  his  life. 

Summary . 

The  year  under  review  was  characterised  by  an  epidemic 
of  Influenza  which  affected  most  of  the  people  in  the  area. 

Six  deaths  are  certified  due  to  this  illness..  Otherwise 
the  health  of  the  area  is  normal.  I  wish  to  thank  Mr, 

Judd  for  his  continued  help  and  for  his  excellent  work,

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REPORT _ OF_THE  SANITARY  INSPUCTOR. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

The  chief'  event  of  the  year  has  been  the  allocation 
of  eight  of  the  new  Agricultural  Uorker's  cottages  to  your 
district;  work  on  four  of  these  cottages  was  started  during 
the  months  of  August  and  September. 

The  shortage  of  builder’s  men,  especially  masons, 
in  your  district  is  a  serious  problem.  Many  cottages  and 
bigger  houses  are  falling  into  a  bad  state  of  repair 
because  owners  of  property  are,  in  many  cases,  unable  to 
obtain  the  services  of  tradesmen  to  carry  out  the  necessary 
repairs.  This  labour  problem  makes  the  carrying. 'out  of 
Notices  served  by  this  Department  a  very  slow  process. 

It  is  to  be  hoped,  as  soon  as  the  war  situation  permits, 
the  various  Government  Departments  concerned  will 
release  as  many  men  as  possible  who  were  normally 
engaged  in  cottage'  repairs. 


HOUSING. 

Wartime  Agricultural  Programme. 

The  Council  decided  that  the  eight  cottages 
allocated  should  be  built  in  four  groups  of  two 
cottages.  In  consultation  with  the  County  7ar 
Agricultural  Committee  it  was  decided  that  these  four 
pairs  of  houses  should  be  built  in  the  following 
parishes: - 

Lewannick. 

Boyton, 

Bezant, 

Verb stow. 

After  numerous  inspections  by  your  Housing 
Committee,  suitable  sites  were  selected.  In  this  work 
the  Committee  were  handicapped  because,  with  the  exception 
of  Lewannick ,  no  piped  water  supplies  were  available. 

The  original  site  at  Uarbstow  was  turned  down  by 
the  Planning  Committee  so  a  new,  but  less  suitable  site, 
was  selected  at  Downinney. 

Three  sites  were  selected  in  Bezant  parish  at 
Folly,  Trekenner,  and  Trekenner  Head,  The  reruirements 
of  the  County  Council  under  the  Restriction  of  Ribbon 
Development  Acts  made  building  on  the  first  two  sites 
impossible.  The  owner’s  reruirements  with  regard  to  the 
Trekenner  Head  site  were  not  acceptable  to  the  Council, 

There  were  no  local  tenders  for  the  erection  of 
these  cottages*  in  all,  three  tenders  were  received;  only 
the  one  submitted  by  the  firm  of  7. N. Soper,  Ltd.  of 
Dorchester  was  within  the  price  limit  laid  down  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 
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After  consult?. tion  with  the  Ministry  of  He?  1th  regarding 
the  firm  of  W.H. Soper,  Ltd..,  your  Council  accepted  their 
tenders  in  the  following  amounts 

Lewannick  £1355.. 10.. 0 
Boyton  £1899.. 10.. 0 

Warb  s  t ow  £18 9  5  * .  10 . .  0 

In  each  case  these  tenders  were  accepted  subject 
to  a  satisfactory  water  supply  being  found  and,  in  the 
case  of  Boyton  and  Warbstow,  including  the  cost  of  well 
sinking. 

The  Essential  T7orks  Order  has  been  applied  to 
these  cottages  which  makes  the  Council  responsible  for 
paying,  in  addition  to  the  contract  price,  such  items 
as  the  following: ~ 

1.  For  the  conveyance  of  the  men  to  and  from  the 

sites  daily. 

2.  Period  rail  fares  for  men  directed  on  to  the  work. 

3.  Overtime  pay. 

4.  Guaranteed  time,  (wet  weather,  frosty  we ather,  etc..) 

From  the  start,  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 
obtaining  sufficient  labour,  in  an  endeavour  to  have  more 
labour  allocated  the  Uniformity  Agreement  was  applied. 

This  again  added  to  the  cost  as  the  Council  was  now 
responsible  for  paying  Excess  Hates  which  is  the  difference 
between  local  rates  of  pay  and  the  rate  of  pay  prevailing 
in  the  district  from  which  the  man  has  been  directed. 

By  an  arrangement  between  the  Ministry  of  Works 
and  the  Ministry  of  Supply  your  Council  was  responsible 
for  buying  and  delivering  onto  the  site  such  items  as 
the  following: - 

Metal  Windows. 

Baths  and  fittings. 

Sinks  and  fittings. 

Lavatory  basins  and  fittings, 

W.C,  sets. 

Kitchen  ranges. 

Cold  water  tanks  together  with  taps. 

Hot  water  cylinders. 

Doors o 

Furnace  pans* 

Pumps, 

All  precast  concrete  window  surrounds 

and  mullions. 

The  Essential  Works  Order  will  raise  the  cost  of 
each  pair  of  houses  by  several  hundred  pounds..  As 
sufficient  labour  was  not  available  it  was  decided  to 
concentrate  upon  the  Lewannick  and  Boyton  cot'tages.. 

Again,  shortage  of  labour  coupled  with  inefficient 
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supervision  on  the  part  of  the  Contractors,  is  adding 
to  the  cost  which  your  Council  will  eventually  pay  for 
the  erection  of  these  cottages  by  prolonging  the  period 
during  which  the  Council  are  responsible  for  transporting 
the  men  by  lorry  to  and  from  the  sites  at  8d.  a  mile# 

In  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Ministry  of  Health 
will  eventually  reimburse  the  Council  for  the  excess 
costs  under  the  Essential  T forks  Order  and  Uniformity 
Agreement. 

Housing  (Rura 1  Workers)  ActsA 

Ho  application  for  a  Grant  under  these  Acts  was 
made  duringrnthe  year. 

Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1938, 

A  further  two  houses  for  agricultural  workers  have 
been  completed  by  the  Duchy  of  Cornwall  at  Stoke dims land, 
making  a  total  of  ten  houses  in  all.  Two  further  houses 
are  in  the  course  of  construction. 

New  Houses. 

In  addition  to  the  .completion  of  the  two  houses 
mentioned  above,  the  following  plans  have  been  approved. 

1,  plans  for  8  Council  Houses, 

2,  Hash-house  at  Five  Lanes. 

3,  Booster  house  at  Hicks  Mill* 

4,  Addition  to  farm  cottage  at  Tresmarrow, 

5*  Addition  to  cottage  at  Tredydon, 

6,  Temporary  licence  for  a  wooden  bungalow  at  Tremaine, 
Old  Houses , 

A  cottage  at  Trecrogo,  South  Petherwin  was  dealt 
with  under  Sect.  11  of  the  Housing  .Act,  193G ,  and  the 
tenant  found  alternative  accommodation, 

A  cottage  at  Lane  Ham,  Altarnun,  was  closed  for 
further  occupation  until  the  owner  carries  out  the 
necessary  repairs. 

Only  10  cottages  have  been  repaired  during  the 
year;  2  of  these  were  after  formal  notices, 

POST _ W-VF,  HOUSING, 

The  Council  have  given  consideration  to  the 
Lbusing  needs  of  the  district  after  the  War.  It  was 
decided  that  during  the  first  ten  Jrears  following  the  War 
there  would  be  a  need  for  about  160  new  houses,  some  60 
of  which  would  be  recuired  to  take  the  ple.ee  of  condemned 
properties. 
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It  was  appreciated  that  this  building  programme  watjr 
could  not  take  place  until  an  adequate  supply  of  piped  v/ah*v 
was  made  available  throughout  the  district. 


MILK  .SUPPLIES. 

Only  two  new  licences  for  Accredited  ilk  have 
been  granted  during  the  year  to  Messrs* J.G. Stephens , 
Trebullett  and  G.S.Bray,  Truseott.  This  is  unsatisfactory. 

10  ,cowsheds  were  provided  with  concrete  standings 
and  channels  to  comply  with  the  Milk  &  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

There  are  now  34  producers  of  Accredited  Milk  and 
1  producer  of  T.T.  Milk  in  the  district. 

There  are  many  producers  with  suitable  premises 
for  an  Accredited  Licence  and  others  which,  at  very  small 
cost,  could  be  made  suitable „  Even  taking  into  account  that 
a  steam  steriliser  is  essential,  I  consider  the  number  of 
Designated  producers  in  this  district  should  be  trebled. 


WAT  3TB  SUPPLIES. 

In  your  district,  which  is  dependant  upon  well 
supplies,  it  is  sad  to  have  to  report  that  there  is  not 
a  single  well-digger  available. 

A  piped  supply  cf  wholesome  water  to  the  whole 
district  is  essential,  r.ot  only  from  a  health  point  of 
view  but  also  if  the  Council  are  to  carry  out\  their 
obligations  in  providing  a  sufficient  number  of 
working  class  houses  after  the  Uar. 

Towards  the  end  cf  the  year  your  Council  asked 
the  Cornwall  County  Connell  to  convene  a  meeting  of 
Local  Authorities  in  East  Cornwall  to  ascertain  the 
needs  of  the  various  Authorities  and  decide  if  such 
needs  could  not  best  be  met  by  the  County  Council 
themselves  forming  a  Joint  Board.  Up  to  the  time 
of  writing  this  report.,  such  a  Meeting  has  not  been 
held* 

A  sma.ll  scheme  to  supply  the  School  and  ten 
houses  at  Three  Hammers  where,  during  the  summer 
months  the  water  is  unfit  for  use,  was  prepared.  This 
scheme,  which  involved  ij  miles  of  pipe  line  was 
estimated  to  cost  £500  but  when  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  did  not  receive  approval. 

Few  districts  in  the  S.U.  of  England  can  be 
in  more  urgent  need  of  a  piped  supoly  of  wat er  than 
is  Launceston  Dural.
